LESSON XII1.—FOURTH QUARTER, 
FOR DEC.

Text of the Lesson, Matt. ii, 1-12. 
Memory Verses, t1,  12—Golden

We choose the Christmas lesson for 
today and will take up the study in 
Malachi next week instead of the 
quarterly review.

Ousness is sin.” (Romans i, 18; 1. 


John v, 17.) When the Pastor point 
ed out that his texts declare a pres- 
ent revelation of Divine wrath and 
not a future one, his nudience “sat 
up and took notice.” The wrath of 
God is revealed, the Pastor empha- 
sized, and we see it all about us. 
Every cemetery witnesses to it, so 
does every coffin, every hearse, every 
viece of crepe, every doctor's sign. 
Pain, suffering, speaks of 

disease of decay; decay of death 
working in the human family ‘and 
briaging all, rich and poor, bond and 


free, to the grave, the great prison 
house, from which none can escape 
until the r surrec!on, at the coming 


of. Messi h. 

Death, the pena'ty of sin, the 
manifestation of God's wrath against 
sin, began to be revealed six thous- 
ead years ago when our first parents 
disobeyed = the Divine command 
Every day and every hour since, the 
world has been witnessing that God's 


wrath is against it, that the death 
penalty is be'ng inflicted. As the 
Scriptures declare, the world has 


been under a Reiga of Sin and Death. 
However sympathetic and loving the 
Heavenly Father has been, He has 
allowed stern Justice to mete out this 
penalty against every member of our 
race. He is thus giving us a great 
Jesson on the exceeding sinfulness of 
sin—its pernicious, injurious influ 
ence and results under Divine Law. 
He wishes this lesson to be so thor- 
oughly impressed upon our race that 
when in due time He shall bring in 
relief we will never forget the lesson, 
to all eternity, but will hate sin and 
dread it as our worst foe. 

We may understand the Apostle to 
lay special emphasis upon the word 
“all” in our text—"The wrath of 
God is revealed against all unrighte- 
ousness'’—not merely against great 
sins and gross violence, but against 
every form of sin—even the slightest 


Thus the Seriptures declare that 
God's Law is one, and that a viola- 
tion of it in one point means the 
violation of the entire Law. To break 


one command would be sin and merit 
the death penalty; and to break all 
the commandments would be sin and 
merit the death penalty. Eternal life 
is provided only for those who are 
perfect and who maintain that  per- 
fection and harmony with God by 
full obedience to the Divine Law in 
every particular. 

Do not misunderstand me to teach 
that it makes no matter whether one 
be a gross sinner or only a minor 
offender. In one way it will matter, 
and in another wag it will not. 
Adam's transgression was, in some 
Tespects, a minor one, es compared 
to that of his son Cain. Adam stole 
and ate a forbidden apple, and the 
penalty was death—the very strongest 
penalty of God's Law. If he had 
murdered his wife the penalty would 
have been th: same—death—not 
eternal torment. 

Whatever Adam's 
Divine Law would have hindered 
him from ever again coming back 
to God. It would have cut him off 
from everlasting life, and he would 
have need of a Saviour, just the same 
for one sin as for another. Murder 
would have been sin, and the dis- 
obedient eating of the apple was sin, 
and sin cannot be condoned by the 
Divine Law. It required a Redeemer,

and to be the Redeemer He must 
suffer death, the penalty that was 
against Father Adam. 

Now notice the cuse of Cuin. He | 


iniquity; in sin did 
his mother conceive him; the con- 
demnation upon our first parents 
extended to him; he was born with 
a fallen nature, he was born under 
the death sentence.

taught them the great lesson respect-

Covenant with Isracl, under which 
they tried to guin eternal life by

All rankind who hear this 
Message are thereby warned that 
every act of the present life will have 
its weight, either in the uplifting or 
in the degrading of his own character, 
and thus have a bearing upon his 
future interests. It is in view of this 
future opportunity for life or death 
everlasting that our conduct in the 
present time has a bearing. 

Those who have the 
and the eyes of understanding open- 
ed, discern, as the Apostle says, that 
in God's estimation all unrighteous- 
ness is sin—however great or small. 
Those who now accept Cod’s invita. 
tion are informed that if they make 
a consecration of their lives to follow 
in Jesus’ footsteps, God will deal 
with them as with new creatures, 
and no longer impute to them their 


share of Adam's condemnation, but 

| treat them as having passed from 
| death condemnatioa to life justitica- 
tion. 


Moreover, their tlesh will be reck- 
oned as dead; full arrangements will 
be made for the covering over of all

But let us not forget that the

failing to confotm to the Divine re- 
; quir “ent, come under the Divine 
penalty a second time, and theirs 
will be the Second Death, from which 
there will be no resurrection, no re. 
covery.—Compare H brews vi, 4-6 
and x, 26-31 

It should be clear to us then that, 
in harmony with our text, the whole 
world is now under the wrath of 
God, which cam? upon the race 
| through the disobedience of our first 
| Parents; and the only ones who have 
escaped from that wrath and gotten 
back into harmony with God are the 
saintly few, begotten of the Holy 
Spirit. The escane of these from Di. 
vine wrath or the death sentence is 
| not actual, but by faith. They reckon 
themselves as having passed “from 
death unto life.” 

As for the remainder of the world, 
they are not thus reckoned, for they 
are yet in their sins, still children of 
wrath and expericncing the penalty 
of sin. The world will continue 
under these conditions until the com. 
pletion of the election of the Church, 
and then the Redeemer, who now 
occupies the position of Advocat. to- 
ward the Church, will assume a new 
Office; He, with His Church associ- 
| ated with Him, will become the great 
| Mediator between God and men. He 
| will mediate for Israel and for all 

the families of the earth—appropriat. 
} ing the merit of His sacrifice for the 
; sins of the whole world, even as in 
the beginning of this Age He im- 
puted this merit to the Church for 
the covering of her sins 

Thenceforth, as soon as the great 
High Priest shall have sealed that 
New Covenant for the world, and the 
Father shall have accepted it the 
sins of the world will be cancelled. 
That is to say, death, the wrath of 
God revealed against all unrighte- 
ousness for six thousand years, will 
immediately be cancelled as respects 
all wl» will then avail themselves of

There will still be the 
marks of the wrath upon mankind, 
the weakness and imperfections of 
the human flesh. These marks will 
not be fully blotted out until toward 
| the close of the thousand years of 
Messiah's reign. This agrees fully 
with St. Paul's words, “That your 
| sins may be blotted out when times 
of refreshing shall come from he 
| presence of the Lord.” (Acts iii, 19.) 
It is therefore one thing to have our 
| Sins forgiven and to realize that God 
F no longer angry with us but re 


{ 


conciled, and it is quite another 
thing to know our sins are blotted 
1 out. 

The sins of the Church are for- 
given the moment we are accepted 
of God through Christ and made par- 
| takers of the Holy Spirit and are 
| styled children of God and_ heirs 
But the marks, the blemishes of sin, 
continue with us as long as we have 
our present, imperfect bodies. This 
to the Church will mean that the 
blotting out of their sins will be in 
death, because the Chureh will be 
awakened in the resurrection per 
fect, “spotless,” ‘“‘without blame,” 
“irreprovable.” The Apostle de- 
scribes this resurrection as the Chief 
Resurrection, saying, “It is sown in 
weakness, it is raised in power; !t 1s

spiritual body.”—I. Corinthians xv 
44; Rov. xx, 6. 

If we have seen what has consti- 
tuted the Divine wrath as it has 


been revealed for six thousand years, 
be the better prepared to 
understand what to look for ia re | 


Divine wrath—“wrath to some.” We 
are to clearly distinguish between 
the wrath of a good man and the 
wrath of a bad man, and how these | 
would inanifest themselves; and, | 
similarly, we should be able to dis- | 
cern between the wrath of God and | 
the wrath of the devil. The wrath of 
God, as exhibited to us for six thot- 
sand years on the pages of history, 
has been a just dealing—the aban- 
donment to destruction of those who 
are not worthy of everlasting life, 
by reason of disobedience to Divine 
Law. 

The redemption accomplished for 
these through the death of Jesus will 
eventually be gloriowsly worked out, 
and give to every man a full oppor- 
tunity of recovery, harmony’ with 
God and everlasting life. The reason 
why God makes this provision for 
redemption is because only one man 
sinned, wilfully and_ intelligently. 
All the remainder of his children 
were “born in sin” and under the 
death sentence. The redemption 
therefore is in order that every in- 
dividual may have an opportunity 
for reaching a d mas to obedi- 
ence or disobedience. 

The lesson of sin and death is | 
taught first, in the few years of the | 


present life, and the marks of sin 
| will go over till the next Age. Those 
marks will be deepened in  propor- 


tion as any in the present life live 
below the plane of their knowledge 
of the Divine standard and in wilful 
opposition thereto. While being in- 
structed respecting the other side of 
ths question—the Divine require- 
ments and the blessings attending 


| them, mankind wMl be given an in- 


‘nal life, the unwilling and dj

REV. R. J, CAMPBELL A FASCIn- 
ATING PERSOMALITY. 


The White-Haired Boyish Celt Who 
Preaches to C. at Crowds Every 
Sunday In the City Temple, Lon. 
don, Has Raised an Outcry From 
the Orthodox Because of His New 
Theology Movement. 


The present visit of Rev. R. J. 
Campbell of the City Temple, London, 
to eastern Canada is enabling Cana- 
dians to hear one of the most remark- 
able preachers of our age, writes W. T, 
Allison in The Saturday Globe. Dure 
ing the last decade Mr, Campbell haa 
become the leader of a new school of 
theological thought in the old land; 
he has been the centre of a controv- 
ersy which was peculiarly interesting 
because it was ua battle between ad- 
vocates of Biblical eriticism and one 
of their own number, who, in their 
opinion, went toe far along the path 
of radicalism. When that dispute was 
at its height Mr. Campbell became 
known “as the leader of the New 
Theology movement. 

I had the pleasure of hearing Mr. 
Campbell preach in the City Temple 
on a very hot July Sunday last sum- 
mer. In spite of the heat the church 
was crowded, It was necessary even 
for an early-comer to stand in the 
aisle for a long time until the regular 
members had arrived. If some of the 
members were absent, and you hap- 
pened to be far enough to the front, 
you were given a seat; if not, you 
were obliged to stand. 

Mr. Campbell is not a rugged, fight. 
ing person; he is not very tall, and 
he is quite slight. To look at him 
no one would ever dream that he had 
fought mantfully in theological wars.

United Farmers’ Banquet 
Continued From Last Week 


The question of initiative and re- 
terendom which the farmer is push- 
ing to the front, now occupies more 
prominence in public debate on this 
continent than even the whole ques- 
tion of prohibition. In this the 
Council and the citizens of the town 
should lend a helping hand. 

Yhe tarmers, in trying to realize 
a better market for their produce is 
working in the interests of the town 
and the citizen who realizes this is 
alive to his own interests. 

Some time ago the farmers attem- 
pted to secure legislation that would 
permit of co-operative organization. 
This was opposed by the retail 
association, representing the town, 
Without debating whether this was 
wise or not, the fact remains that 
conditions point to the necessity of 
co-operation by the business men in 
order to protect themselves against 
the great monied corporations fam- 
iliarly known in the West as the 
Eatons, the Simpsons, the Pryce 
Jones, and the Hudson Bays. 

If the farmers need co-operation 
then in the double sense the mer- 
chants of Strathmore need to be a- 
live to protect themselves against 
these great corporations by buying 
to the best advantage in larger 
quantities. 

If the farmer is at the mercy of 
the retailer in just the same way is 
the retailer at the mercy of the 
wholesaler. It was therefore neves- 
sary in the best interests of Strath- 
more that any co-operative move- 
ment be made to include all the 
residents of this district, whether 
Rural or Urban. 

CounciLtor Dr Girvin was then 
called upon by Mr Sly to repond on 
behalf of the Council of the town ot 
Strathmore. The Dr said he was 
pleased to be present with the farm- 
ers at their Annual banquet ahd al- 
ways appreciated having discussions 

on the interests of the farmer. He 
thanked the former speaker for cer- 
tain reasouable remarks he had 
made about the town council. He 
stated that most of the time so far 
in Council had been taken up with 
the formation and passing of by-laws 
for the newly incorporated town but 
at the beginning of the new year 
there woujd be sufficient: by-laws in 
operation to satisfy the w orkings of 
the town. One thing bh could add 
about the Council and that was that 
the members were always there at 
the appointed hour for commence- 
ment of business viz: 8 pm and that 
it might be worth while suggesting 
that all clubs, lodges, societies, and 
public fraternities belonging to 
Strathmore follow in the work of 
the Council in this one thing. The 
Dr expressed his appreciation of the 
visit and inclusive addressess of Mr 
Fream and Mr Tregillus, both these 
men were doing a gneat wake not 


only in Alberta but in the whole 
West for the farming interests. He 
also referred to the remarks of the 
later relative to the ‘‘initative reter- 
endum and recall” and was glad the 
speaker had explained that so clear- 
ly as it was now an important issue 
and one which had appealed to 
him. 

D F Boissevain introduced the 
toast tothe Board of Trade in a 
jocular manner likening Strathmore 
to a street car which he explained 
had neither ox nor horse to pull it 
no engine anywhere that 
could see excepting a strap which 
made the car go or step by a simple 
pull from the conductor. The strap 
to the Srrathmore street car was 
called the Board of Trade which 
made Strathmore go ahead. He 
would now place the strap in the 
hands of Mr McElhoes as ‘‘con” 
who would kindly explain the mys- 
terious workings tg those assem- 
bled, 

Mr McElhoes responded. 

During the evening Miss Mercer 
contributed to the programme by a 


recitation which was well received 
and Mr Saunders sang a song the 


entertainment concluding with a 
presentation of the humorous sketch 
entitled ‘In The Wrong House” 
under the management of Mr J C 
Mercer.
